NOT SUSTAINED.

CHARGES or

He Is Asststant Naval Constructor at the Brook-
Iyn Navy Yard and Senator Platt, Whe
Prosented the Charges to the Depart-
ment, Requested That He Be Tranaferred.

WasnmNoron, May 18~ Charges preferred
by a New York lumber firm, through the
medium of Senator Thomas C. Platt, against
Assistant Naval Constructor Joseph Wright
Powell were not sustained by a court of
inquiry, whose report was received at the
Navy Department to-day. Senator Platt
requested the Navy Department to transfer
Mr Powell from the Brooklyn navy yard
to some other duty, but the court's findings
are by implication opposed to any action
which would reflect on the offfcer concerned
The record of the proceedings and findings
of the court has not been taken up for con-
sidaration by the Department

Mr. Powall is the officer who, as a naval
cadet, commanded the boat's crew of volun-
teers stationed at the entrance to Bantiago
harbor to effect the rescus of Naval Con-
struotor Hobson and the men of the Merrimao
aftor the Merrimac was sunk in the channel
to prevent Cervera's sjuadron from esocap-
ing For this servica Mr. Powell was ad-
vancad in numbers On the conclusion of
his studies as a cadet he was commissionad
and went ahroad to study naval architecture.
On b return to the United States in April,
1900, he was nssigned to construction duty
at the Brooklvn yurd. He was born In New
York, and appointed to the Naval Academy
fromn that State in 1803,
